qJHc Jaſt weeke we receiued 
Wi 2nd publiſhedcertaine pri- 
vate Letrers concerning 
the late intended horrible 
=_— treaſon againſt the Prince 
of Oranze,and the States of 
PS FS the Low Countries ; At 
| ERA) whattime the ſaid Lerters 
m_ — wcre written, little or no= 
thing was knowne concerning the ſaid Conſpiracie, 
bur fince divers perſons hauc beene apprehended, 
and fume of them examined, and tortured ; vpon 
whoſe examination the Sz4tes have permitred ſomes 
thing to be publiſhed co the world thereof, which I 
hauing reccined inthe Printed Dutch Copie, I haue 
cauſcd to be tranſlated and Printed together "_ 
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the original] ; vnro which Thauc adicd rhe weekely 
Relation of Newes {rom fevera!l parts of the world; 
aſſuring you, that ſo ſoone as more particulars ſhall 


cometo my hand, by the like ſure hand with good 
approbation you ſhall receiue ir imparrially, tili 
when I bid you farewell, his 19. of February, 1622, 


(ome dayes agoc,came certaine men to ſome 
ſailersof the Barge or {mall Ship of che Prince 
of Orange Ecmeiling that they were Ingeners, and 
good Parriots, and relating that they had in hand 
certaine enterpriſes again!(t rhe encmies, in which 
they were to be imployed ſecretly, and muſt caule 
ccrtaine fire-works of Gun-powder and other mat- 
terialls ro be mage readic,without reuealinge ro any 
living bodie. Forif they did otherwiſe and that ir 
came to thelight they ſhould ſuffer puniſhment on 
their bodic, in regard of theſe and other ſpeeches 
did the Sailers promiſe to aſſiſt them, and to keep 
counſel tor the good of the Country, 

Theſe Wolncs in ſhecpes skinnes hoping that 
they ſhould come to their intent, or purpoſe,one of 
the Traytors ( as you ſhall heare hereafrer). went to 
his pocket, and gave cach of the Sailcrs aforeſaid 
three hundred Gilders ( which amount to thirtic 
pounges ſterling) to encourage them the better 
tothe bufineſſe, and rold-them if they made their 
workes well, and thar they made good operations 
thatrhey ſhould be better rewarded. - But they ad- 
moniſhed them againe to keepe ſecrecie above all 
thinges, ſceing (asthey ſayd) it concerned mightily 
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the Countrey, and charged them fo bring the fire- 
workes aforciayd as toone as they ſhould be done, 
in Trunkesand Chelitcs,rothe Hageand Kotterdams, 
from whence they ſhould carry them,where it ſhould 
be required, and chey be ordered to eran{port them, 
aſluring chem co performe cheir promile, within the 
ſpace ot a certaine rime. 

One of theic Traitors played afterward the Mer- 
chant and bought certaine P1/ols to ſend them ( as 
he told ) to Count. M ansfiela,and others; Theſe bc 
iag packrvp ina Trunckeand (ent by his direRion 
ro the houle of oncof his conſorts,who had adcepe 
Seller into which they were preſently catryed, and 
trycdagainita heapeof ſand wherherthey wold giuc 
fire, 8 were fit for their purpoſe. Afterwards he cay- 
{cd them ro be packt into another Truncke, and to 
be {cnt to.an Inne of the Hage,as it appearce lately. 

Abour this rime were the Conſpirators and their 
conlorts appointed to mecre on {euerali places, 
where they intcnded to execute their wicked de- 
lignes. And amongl(tthereſt,thcle Saylers aforeſaid, 
came the 5.of Feburary with ſome of their fire-works 
tothe Tnne appointed vnto them in the Zage,where 
they found divers other men belides them which 
had ſet them on worke, vpon the dcliuery of it the 
Saylers were very well entertaincd with drinke, and 
meate withoutany charge of their owne. 

One of theſe Saylers percetuing with an eye call, 
thatthe partie who gaue him the mony, had ſome 
conference with a man of Bleyſwickas he (ſuſpected, 
and tooke him, for ſuch one, (as he was certaine off) 


to be no friend or well willer of the Prince of Oravge. 
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"This Sayler muſing a>our this,wentto bed with one 
of his louing fellowes,and although he had well (up- 
pcd,neuertheleſlc was his head tall of ſtrange con- 
ceits, his fellow ſlept the ſame night very well, bur 
he dreamed many (eueral] dreames, and when he a- 
waked he had many ttrange fancies 1n his minde, ſo 
that this night ſeemed very long vnto him, & wiſhed 
many times forthe day light. 

As ſoone as it was day light they roſe with their 
other fellowes and laught about the dreaming, 
falling tumbling and toſhng of the dreamer a- 
foreſayd,burt he would notcel] chem whar his minde 
did gine him and how he was affeted. After that 
they two had'talied a Cup of 44a #zte they wentto- 
gether walking abroad, the reſt remaining yer by 
their drinke. 

As loene as the Dreamer came on the ſtreet hee 
eo'd to his fellow hislatedreames, and what he had 
ſeencandobferued,the day beforc,and (ayd in plaine 
rermes vnto him, that he ſuſpeted theſe counter= 
feited Ingeners were plotting Treaſon,relating alſo 
that he thought ir very c6uentent, to giue the Prince 
of Oraxge notice of their {ettingatworke and pro- 
ceedings and other circumſtances, for ((ayd he) if 
this be athing which is for the good of the Country, 
— queition the Prince of 0renge ſhall know 
Ot 1t. 

The other interpoſing preſently his Indgement 
ſpakein this manner, It cannot hinder vs although 
we giue thc Prince of Oraxge notice of this, for ifthe 
matter be indeed intended for the good of the 
Countxcy, we hane done it, and receiued —_— 
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Prince of O7ange will moreouer withour doubr ho- 
nour vs wich a pecce of money, or ſome drinke mo- 
ney as they ſayd, and we ſhall tand till in his fauour. 
To be brictc theFconcludced amonglt themſclues to 
reucale tt to the Prince of Orange, but fcarcd that 
they ſhould not be able and reſolute enough to 
{peake to his Excellency. But conſidering by them» 
telues that it was a matter of great conſequencegthey 
went towards the Court, intending to try their for- 
tune howſocuer. When they came there, they per- 
cciued that his Excelency was rod abroad towards 
Riſerjick, (where is one of his Stables of horſes) 
whercupon they went in all haſt chitherwards,and 
diſcourling by th? way, made one another to beleeue 
firmely thac it was but a foule buſines which theyhad 
taken in hand. As {oone as thcy arrived at &iſewick, 
they found ont one of the Pages of hisExceliency and 
tntreated him, to gine notice to the Prince his Ma- 
tter, rhat they would faine ſpeake with him: Here» 
upon hee (entthem word thar hee was preſently to - 
take his Coach, and would come to heare them, 
Whercoucr they defired the Page againe,to ſhew his . 
Excellency that they would — ſpeake with 
him inſtantly, cuen about a bulineſſe which concer- . 
ned himſe]te mightily. 

The Prince having vnderftood this, commanded 
his Pageto bring theſe Saylers aforeſayd vnto him, 
and when they ſtood before him, he asked them 
what their deſire was, they anſwered, thatthey had 
ſome ſecret matters to impart with his Excellency. 
Whereupon he tookethemalide,and conferred pri- 
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three hundred Gilders, nd it it-be ar br the 


ately with them andheariffg ofa thing of which he 


knew nor before; he maſed not vpon the baſineſle, 
bac road in all hattco the” age, and reucaled this 
matrerat the meeting, or Counlell Chamber of 
the States : Whereupon there was RBiuen order that 
the 6. of Feburary, (according to the new ile ) in 
the yearc 1623. (as they reckon already, beginning 
their new year2 continually with the tir day of 74- 
neary) the Fi/call, or Prouoſt, or rather the Aitourney 
oftiic Court was (ent with certatne men, which ac- 
tended vpon him, to ſearch the [nne or Tauerne 
( ſeeing the Dutch word Herberge which in this 
place is vied,fignifieth both) ofthe /7e/me? or Caſter 
inthe ftreet called che North-cnd. 

Comming there he asked the Hoſt: for theo 
Truncks and the owners thercof,tivo of them which 
are namcd in the Proclamation tearing an inckling 
of this, ſtole ſecretly art the ſame inftanc our of the 
ſayd houſe, comming away betwixt the Sergants 
and men which attended vpon rhe Fiſcal, All the 
the other were ftayed or arreſted in the houſe vn- 
till the Fi/call ſhould come backe againe out of th. 
meeting of the States, where he told that this was 
not the houſe, forthe Hoſte was much diſcontented, 


and (ayd that he had no Trunkes of any lodgersor' 


ſtrangers in his houſe, But being afterwards infor- 
med and perſwaded to the contrary, he went to the 
ſayd houſe againe, and ſearcht vatil] hee found the 
Truncks, and ceaſed vpon the Hoſte his Miyden- 
ſeruane be{ide three ather men, amongſt which 
was he who'gauc the money to the foure Saylers, 


which being cucn with the reſt caken, were kept ina 
Chamber 
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Chamber at the Fi/callshouſe,urftiil ſuch time as the 
other 2d partly confeſlcd rhe mater, 

The tulteand the other for all that they were 
mightily threarned, and ſtriftly examined, won!d 
confeſle nothingiwhich had any likelihood or 
colour of truch.Whereupon there was preſently or- 
dered that the Sonldiers which lay there in Garriſon 
ſhould inſtantly beſer and ſtop all che paſſages to 
wards the Hage. 

This was not ſooner performed, erethere came 
one of the Traytors aforeſayd, tn a Waggon which 
he had hyred to carry him to Delfe. The Souldiers 
perceiving this Waggon, asked who was there, 
Whereupon he ( knowing his Guiltie' conſcience ) 
(prong or leaps from the Waggon intending to e- 
{cape by running away, whereby there aroſe a great 
rumor in the Hage,in ſuch manner that cuen the 
Towneſmen armed themſelves. | 

In the meane time there was a Sergant ſent in 
all poſt halt rowards Zeydento fetch the Hangman 
which put there the ſame day ſome Malcfattors to 
the torture, So thatvpon the faſting and prayer 
day ( which was appointed by the States ) after the 
Sermon inthe Church was done, they were exami- 
ned by the hangman in an other manner, which 

ade them to confeſle ſa much,that the #i/call was 
preſently ſent to the dwelling place of the widowe 
2nd children of 22rnexelt:comming there he learned 
that his Sonnes were departed, although they were 
yetthe day before ſcene walking in the fireers,where- 
vpon two of cheir ſeruants, and the Pedagoge or T'u- 


tor of the children were apprehended, and the _ 
eft 


left in the euſtodievt.che Sergeants. 

When theſe Malcfaftors had now readie enough 
confetlled concerning the ſaid buſinefle, the States 
commanded the Saylers to be ſer inſtantly ar liberty, 
and beltowed aboue 20. double k yders of the Vni- 
red Provinces ( cach one ot them amounts to ewen- 
tic-one ſhillings Sterling) vpon eucry one of them. 
Whercvpon they went away with good content- 
ment, and hopcd according to the Tenor of the 
MOI, ro get yet certaine thouland Gil- 

ers. 

Oa thurſday night, there were yer three other of 
their conſorts taken; and on Fryday one of Berc- 
tel, and two of S. Hertoghenboſh, Their names I will 
yet keepe (ecrer, ro blame them not before they 
are found guiltic, and cannot cleare them- 
{clues, 

T he ſame Fryday it was rumored in the Court, 
that a Souldier had deſerved aireadie foure thou- 


ſand Gilders, having taken one of them which are ' 


mentioned in thc Proclamation. 

Certaine Cittizens of Rotterdam and Delft, were 
__ the ſame Fryday, and the next Satter- 

ay. : 

The Confeflions of the accuſed are kept verie 
ſecret by the States, and there 13 mightily doubted, 
whither the common people thall be acquainted 
with them,even for great and weightie reaſons, ſec- 
ingalſo theolde Proverbe ſayth, That he (ball ſeldome 
oe exill, who knoweth it not. And there are ſome 
which are well informed of their trayterous de- 
ſignes, that will ſay,thatthere 1s 20 — 

Hiſto» 
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Hiſtoric which makcth mention, of ſuch a Bar- 
berous Enterpriſe, and relate moreouer thar if 
it had ſuccceded, that the Pillars had beenc 
fetcht from vnder out of the building, where- 
y the veter ruige of it would haue followed im- 
mediately : Thar agreat number of the Inhabi- 
cantes ſhould haue becne murdered,and blowne vp 
in the ayre beſides them which ſhould haue beene 
burnt, and flayne by the (wordof our Encmies, 
which lay ready with many thouſandes lieringaf- 
tcr this occaſion and pray,which is for this time by 
the fauour and mercy of the Almightie ferche as 
if it were out of their Iawes,he hauing keard the 
prayers of the faithſull. For it is moſt conſtantly 
reported that the murther cf the Principall heades, 
and members of theſe Proninces, beſides the firing 
of the Magazins or ſtore houſes with powder,were 
intended vpan che late mentioned faſting day. - 
Here commeth daylic newes, and we perceive It 


alſo, that divers wicked perſons of their conſort 


begin to abſent themſelues, aſwcll hence, as from 
Rotterdamand Leyden,belides other places, 

As ſoone as they bring here any one tothe 
Priſon, the people runnes together in ſuch manner 
as if rhey were going to an aſſault,

that on the other (ide, the Spaniſh haue granted the 
Griſons the free exetciſe of their Religion, by which 
meanes they had drawne many of the Country to 
cheir deuotion,and obeiſance. 

TheRegiment of the Duke of Holſtein is inquarte- 
red in the County of Naflaw, and the regiment of 
the Duke of Saxen-Lowenburg, was matrcht yp to- 
wards Worms. 

The21.came the Count Henry Vandenberg with 
cerigine horſes, many Cartsand Waggons, betore the 
Fortof Papexmutz, and tooke the molt part of the 
Ordnance, munition, and other warlike preparations 

thence, 


thence, beſides many ſouldiers7]eauing but very few 
in it: and itisramord that he takes his way towards 
Lipftadr,and that he will beſicge the ſaid rowne, with 
the aid of the ſouldiers which are comming our of 
the Palatinare. The ſpeech goeth likewiſe that the 
Count of 1ſenburg is drawing downe with his forces, 
ſo that it ſeemeth rhar the Hollanders ſhall haue the 
burthen of the war vpon their necks, and wee are 
likely to hane a long laſting war in thoſe parts. 

We vnderſtand heere fora certaine that his Impe- 
riall Maieſty hath given order, that both the Regi- 
ments of the Dukes of Hol/tayn, and of Saxen- Lowen- 
buro.as likewiſerhe other which lay about Worms, (hall 
march vptoioyne themſel1es to the forces of Tilly 
and Anholt, to ſet ypon the warlike troupe of Count 
Mamsfield, and the Duke Chriſtian of Bruaſwick.

Ith the Fort of Papenmutss it ſtands ſtill as be- 
fore, the moſt part of the ſouldiers are ſent 
thence ſomewhere elſe, and ſome foure or five daies 
agoe were 15. peeces of Ordnance carried backe 
towards the towne of Gulick, in the meane time there 
remaine bur few ſouldiers in the Fort aforeſaid, ſee- 
ing there is ſuch ſtinking ſmell, that a man can hardly 
abide there : we heareas yet nothing of the pulling” 
downe of it, but it ſcemeth rather thar it will be repat- 
red againe, the Ships palle as yetby ir, both going and 
comming without paying any tole or cu' ane. 

The Baron of Anhol:, hauing lately taken Pechta, 
and Count Mansfie!d here before the townes of Wil- 
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ſage, their ſouldierg'meer m 
one againſt another. 

The Regiment of 1/enbareh is marching towards 
Meſiphalia, and is likely to itoyne with the Baron of 
Anholt, to relilt the Count of Mansfield, but we gheſle 
that the late ſnow hath hindered mightily their pur- 
poſe and marching. 

We haue here newes from Antwerp, that the Cap- 
taine Ponto Bagliowe goeth earneſtly on with the buil- 
ding of the new Fort neere the Abbey of S. Bernart, 
to make it defenlible with all haſte. And the Mar- 
queſle cauſerh all the forcifications to be ſurueyed,and 
to be repaired, where it is required ; in the meane time 
lay the ſouldiers whichare come by land out of Italy, 
ang out of Spaine by water, vpon the countrey of 
Brabant, and it is rumored that they ſhall march to- 
wards the forces of the Baron of A4nholt in We/t- 
phalia. 

We baue here certaine newesthat 16. {hips of the 
Weſt India fleete arearriged in Spaine, being well and 
richly laden. 


From Paderborne the 30. of 7anuary. 
E are hereaduiſed that the Baton of 4#ho!t is 
marching with great Forces, and many peeces 
of Ordnance, towards the rowne of Lip/tadt ro be- 
ſiege it, and to ſtay their pillaging and excuriions.

The Copie of the Rſion. 


N the yeere of our Lord 1622. on the eight day 


of Decemberabout eight of the clocke at night. I

Intien 1lanſen, being at the houſe Hermken Roemerts, 
where hauing had tome conterence about Gods moſt 
holy word,yea and alſo of the great and heauie difſen- 
tions & warres, which we acknowledged ro be the pu- 
niſhing hand of God meerely for our (ins ſake : here- 
with hauing committed chem vnto God, and ſo wal- 
king forward toward the high-way.z On a ſudden [I 
keard a voice crying, O woe, O woe, 0 woe; looking a- 
bour me, and not knowing what this voice might be z 
the voice cried againe, O woe, O woe, O woe and then 
] beheld,and immediatly [ ſaw three perſons,ot a moſt 
wond:rtull ſhape and proporcion; whereupon I was 
ſoreaffrighted and caſt downe,ſo that I ſpake vnto my 
ſelfe ſaying, 0 gracious God aud Father, profFit me from 
all euiil ; be merciful unto me poore ſinner.Then 1 ſpake 
vnatothem ſaying, Are yeg of God? then ſpeake in 
Gods name; Are yee of Satan ? then depart from 
me, or auoid : then they cried againe, 0 wee, O woe, 0 
woe, unto Brabant and Flaunders ; If they repent not of 
their Pride, Drunkenne(/e, and accurſed 1dolatrie, they 
ſhall be deſtroyed by the ſword, and peri(h in a bloud-bath: 
whereupon the one gliſtering like the Sunne, and ha- 
uing in his righthanda fiery rod, which dropped all of 
bloud ; the ſecond being like vnto Death,; the third 
hauing the ſhape of a Warriour, being bloudie vp to 
the very knees, hauing in his right hand a ſword, which 
droppedall of bloud: Then faid the firſt; Zooke toward 
the South-weſt onder my right arme. Enuery place was 
then full of horſe-men and ſouldiers, who tothe knee 
wadedin bloud : then he pointed mee, LZooke coward 
the South-weſt under my left arme ; and then the whols 
Land was full ofdead bodies. Then they cried,0 woe,

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0 woe, 0 woe unts's vſland ; Godcan no longer beare the 
contempt of his maſt holy word, and the great oppreſſion of 
the poore. Then ſaid he vnto me, Looke wnder my right 
arme toward the North; where I beheld and ſaw a ſump- 
tuousStage or Scaffold, each corner thereof being cu- 
rioully carued, with two gilded Lions, whereupon 
there were ſet and placed a great number of Shep- 
herds, hauing ſtaues 1n their hands, below there was a 
valley full of ſheepe. I alſo ſaw that ſome ofthe Shep- 
herds were clothed with ſtrange apparel], fitting vpon 
the North part of the Stage, bearing no great loue vn- 
tothe {heepe z and hauing ſent out agreat number of 
Shearers arrayed in all kinde of apparell; of which 
Shearers alto, ſome were in ſtrange apparell clothed, 
hauing their ſheares very ſharp, wherewith they (hore 
oftthe [heeps wooll, yea and that fo neare, that in ma- 
ny places they fleyed and fetched off the very skin, fo 
that the bloud guthed out on the ground. Whereup- 
on the [heepe began ſore ro grone, vntill I ſaw a man 
cone clothed in ſtrangeapparell, hauing a foure-cor- 
nerd Cap on his head,and a great basket covered with 
leather;out of which he fetched certaine letters, which 
he gaue vnto the Shepherds vporr the North part of 
the Scaffold, ſothar ſome ofthe Shearers went abour 
co fill ic with a greatdeale of the bloudie wooll ; many 
ofthe (ſheep began to make a great rumourand noiſe, 
chen I ſaw two great Wolues, haning a number of 
Foxes by them, attempting tomake an affault vpon 
the valley : whereupon the Shearers withtheir ſheepe 
betook then to their flight, ſore complaining on theſe 
ſtrange Shepherds ; vncill charar length here came an 
old Lion out of a Den or Grate, which Lion was be- 
decke 


Lions by him , who in 2 great farie ſurprized rhe 
Wolues, and all their adherents, worried and foyled 
them all: by which meanes the Shepherds with their 
{heepe obtained peace,with much reſt in vnity,and the 
wooll of the [heepe began to grow againe. Then hee 
faid vnto mee, Looke under my left arme toward the 
North, where the ſheepe are changed and turned to 
men,euen to Citizens and Huſbindmen, the Shep- 
herds were clothed with long furred gownes,the Shea- 
rers with long cloakes, hauing broad ſwords or han- 
gers by their fides; then 1 ſaw that in many places in 
Friefland the Huſbandmen with the Citizens did riſe 
vpagainſt their Gouernours. Then I began to con(1- 
der what it meant : and then they cried, 0 woe, 0 woe, 
O woe, onto all Germany or Dutchland, if they turne not 
from and repent them of their ſinfull lies, the Lord God 
will puniſh them with warres and diſſentions, plague them 
with peſtilence and with deare times,untill they wholly pe- 
riſh and come to nought,cuen to nothing. T hen he pointed 
me, Looke toward the Eaft under my right arme : And 1I 
fawa great Eagle with golden fethers, which Eagle 
bad thruſt out another faire Bird out of his place and 
refidence, yea worried him, and had almoſt driuen a- 
way all Birds out of their places of reltdence. Then 
he ſaid vnto me, Looke roward ihe South-weſt under my 
(eft arme; Then 1 ſawa great Lion giving kire and 
flame out of his jawes, and then I ſaw how with great 
turie and ſpite he ouercame ; eſtabliſhing the foreſaid 
faire Bird in his former place and reſidence againe,to 
the exceeding great comfort of all the ather expulſed 
or banilked Birds, All which Birds vnto the Lion 
yeelded 


— 
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ted me vnto God the Father, charging mee & ſhould 

make this thing knowne,and publiſh ic vato all men,ſo 
thar ifthey repenethem nor of their ({infull lines, then 
ſhal the Lord God lerall theſe plagues tall vpon them 
within the rerme of two yeeres. Then ſhall there come 
a time of peace, ſo that loue and peace ſhall encreaſe 
and grow on : then when they vaniſhed awsy, | wenc 
home, where lying vpon my bed muling and medita- 
ting yportheſe grear diffculties, and with my (Elfe 
concluding, and reſoluing , not to publiſh or make 
knownethe ſame. Whereupon Iapprehended a very 
cleare reſplendent light,and looking vp,I beheld three 
Viſions or Apparitions, which gane me three heauie 


ſtroakes ; one vpon my right eye, the other vpoan my 


right ſide, ſothar of mine eye I became ſtarke blinde, 
and therewith they vaniſhed. And then with greac 
griefe of heart I reſolued to make it knowne : beſce- 
ching all faithful and honeſt hearred Chriſtians, both 
night and day to call vpon the Lord God by prayer, 
and carneſtly beſcech the Lord God, that hee will be 
gratiouſly pleaſed to turne from vs all theſe plagues, 
euen according tohis owne Diuine and godly will.
